was told the money was Fitz- 
gerald’s share of a $35,000 
“finders fee’ paid by the Win- 
chester Development Co. of 
Detroit 

He said the rest of the fee 
went to Fitzgerald's law part- 
ner, Max Klayman, and to 
George Stone, who was not 
identified by the committee 

He said Abe Green, an of- 
ficial of the company, told him 
it was customary to pay such a 


fee for help in locating a source 
of funds 
Hoffa at Meetings. 


Henson said records showed 
that Teamsters president 
James R. Hoffa sat in on the 
meeting at which the loan was 
approved, although he had no 
official position with the wel 
fare fund 

He said the company bo! 
rowed the $1.000.,000 in Octo- 
ber, 1955, to develop Winches- 
ter Village. a 1270-acre tract at 
Flint, Mich. He said company 


officials claimed then that they 
had already spent $1,200,000 | 
developing the land. Actually, | 
he said. the investment at the 
time was about $60,000. The 
company's liabilities exceeded 
its assets by $10,000 at the time 


of the loan. he added 
Henson said the Teamsters 
should have been repaid their 


$ 1.000.000 loan plus about 
$200,000 interest on the basis 
of the sale to date of 350 acres 
of land in the Winchester Vil- 


lage project 


But he said only $104,000 in 
interest and nothing on the 
principal of the loan had been 
repaid. The developed land 
now was out of the control of 
the Teamsters and the Win- 
chester company. he said. All 
that is left 1s about 900 acres 
that cannot be used without 
extensive construction of sewel 
water and street facilities 

Henson said the Teamsters 
gave Winchester four exten- 
sions on the loan and now have 


started fore losure proceedings 
Adequate Safeguards. 


William J. Schultz. an offi- 
cial of the Abstract Title and 
Guaranty Co. of Detroit. told 
the committee the original 
Teamster-Winchester loan was 


set up with more than adequate 


safeguards for the welfare fund 
money 

He said the title company 
held the money and was sup- 
posed to give Winchester funds 
only when the bills for im- 
provement of the 1270 acres 
tract were presented. Further 


the title company was supposed 
to hold deeds on the land itself 


until Winchester paid in cash 


for the release of each parcel 

But he said Fitzgerald sev- 
eral times modified” the 
acreement by authorizing use 
of the loan funds fol develop- 
ment of ‘land not covered by 
the agreement—including one 
tract 60 or 70 miles away trom 


the Winchester Village project 
near Flint , 

Schultz said only $200 was 
left in the origina] $1,000,000 
loan fund at this time

recover more than $350.000 on

Dulles said Mr. Eisenhower 
will not hesitate to conclude 
that Formosa, the main, Chi- 
nese Nationalist bastion, is 
threatened under an attack on 
Quemoy, Matsu and other off- 
shore islands 

Notes Face-Saving Path. 


But Dulles also pointed out 
to the Reds a face-saving path 
in the hope of turning them 
toward a peaceful settlement 
and avoidance of war. 

He called on the Peiping 
regime to join in a reciprocal 
and mutual renunciation of 
force, except in cases of self 
defense. That is a declaration 
which Red China to this point 


has refused to make. 
The Communists could make 
it. Dulles said, without aban- 


doning their claims to Formosa 
and the offshore islands, “how- 
ever ill founded we may deem 
them to be.” 

Dulles emphasized 
Kisenhower has not yet made

“Any such naked use of force 
would pose an issue far tran- 
cending the offshore islands 
and even the security of Tai- 
wan ‘Formosa).” 

Dulles went on to say any 
such development “would fore- 
cast a widespread use of force 
in the Far East which would 
endanger vital free world posi- 
tions and the security of the 
United States.” 

12-Mile Limit Rejected. 

The conference also brought 
a flat statement that the United 
States will refuse to recognize 
the Peiping government's an- 
nounced extension of its terri- 
torial waters from 3 to 12 
miles. That extension takes in 
Quemoy and Matsu, which are

The timing of Hammar- 
skjold’s first meeting with Nas 
ser—34 hours after the Secre 
tary Generals arrival ' here 
yesterday morning appeared 
to fit into a normal schedule 
for his three-day visit 

His press officer [van Smith 
made it clear that the delay 
should not be interpreted as a 
snub. He said theer was “noth 
ing sacred about meeting the 
first or the second night of a 
Visit, 

No Earlier Meeting Sought. 

Asked whether Hammarskjold 
had sought an earlier meeting 
with Nasser, Smith replied that 


there could have been no such 


request “because the pattern 
of consultations is invariably 
arranged by the government 
being visited’ on such a tour 

Observers had noted the 34 
hour delay in an elfort to ap 
praise the tone of Hammars 
kjold’s reception here on his 
current Middle East peace mis 
sion. 

It was recalled that United 
States Deputy Under Secretary 
of State Robert Murphy was 
kept waiting for 10 hours on 
his recent Middle East trip be 
fore he could see Nasser. That 
incident was widely interpreted 
at the time as a calculated 
snub by Nasse! 

A well informed diplomatic 
source denied = flatly that 
Murphy had been = snubbed 
The official told the Post-Dis 
patch that Murphy's scheduled 
morning appointment happened 
to coincide with the introduc- 
tion of a new Middle East 
resolution in the.

Renewed Radio Attacks. 

Hammarskjold’s talks with 
Fawzi yesterday and today laid 
a groundwork for a small din- 
ner meeting this evening ol 
Hammarskjold, Nasser and a 
few others. If they follow past 
practice, Hammarskjold§ and 
Nasser will talk alone afte 
the dinner, possibly for several 
hours. and do the actual work 
of negotiating a relaxation of 
tension in the Middle Fast 

Some diplomatic observers 
took an equable view of the 
renewed radio attacks against 
Jordan by Radio Damascus and 
Nasser’'s fiery speech yesterday 
assailing American, British and 
French “imperialists 

There was a wide belief that 
these outbursts were intended 
to strengthen Nasser’s bargain- 
ing position rather than sighal! 
ing any intention to torpedo 
Hammarskjold's peace-making 
mission. It was speculated that 
Nasser now can press for with 


drawal of American troops | 


from Lebanon and _ British 
forces from Jordan and prom- 
ise in return to use his influ- 
ence to soften the tone of the 
Svrian radio and possibly re- 
duce his own attacks against 
the Western powers 

Hammarskiold’s talks here

“Based on testimony before 
the committee, there is no re- 
maining doubt that the votes 
cast by the seven hand-picked 
delegates of Local 447 of the 
Carnival Workers Union were

Gibbons was asked late yes- 
terday to explain how he in- 
curred $35,270 worth of hotel 
and restaurant bills in the 
three-year period 1954-1956. 
including nearly $13,000 spent 
in St. Louis. 

Carmine Bellino, accountant 
and investigator for the com- 
mittee, said the Gibbons bills, 
paid for by the Teamsters, 
were in addition to Gibbons’s 
total salary of $46,825 and $28.- 
611 in expense money he re- 
ceived from Jan. 1, 1953, to the 
end of 1956.

Britain also sent a 
note to Iceland warning that it 
reserves the right to claim 
compensation for harm to Brit- 
ish fishing interests. [he note 
insisted the prohibited area 
was part of the high seas and 
open to all

The extension of Iceland's 
fishing boundaries is literally 
a matter of national survival. 
Although only about 20 per 
cent of the 160.000 Icelanders

island's exports. Farming and 
sheep herding enable the Ice- 
landers to provide all their es- 
sential food except grain, but 
everything else which comes 
into the island has to be paid 
for with fish. 
Icelandic Fears. 

It is therefore natural that 
the Icelanders live in constant 
fear that the fisheries will be 
fished out During the war 
there was little fishing and the 
bumper immediate post-war 
catches provided enough for all 
and proved that a rest gives

The total catch in Icelandic 
waters is worth $25,200,000, of 
which $8,400,000 is caught in- 
side the 12-mile limit. 

The Icelanders say that 
Britain would not even lose the 
whole of the latter sum, for 
the improvement of conditions 
on the breeding grounds would 
substantially improve catches 
outside the 12-mile limit.

Attorney General William P 
Rogers and the Republican Ad- 
ministration generally on such 
matters as civil rights and seg- 
regation 

Avoiding Embarrassment. 

Butler said he expected these 
topics would be argued freely 
in the campaign, but he said 
the manner of discussion 
should be such as not to em- 
barrass minority groups. 

Alcorn said he did not re- 
gard the code as limiting the 
right of Republicans to com- 
ment on statements made by 
Democrats like Gov 
Faubus of Arkansas and Sen- 
ator James O 
Mississippi, segregationists 

The Republican 
will not be a reply 
Alcorn said, but one formu- 
lated in terms of human rights 
of individuals regardless of 
color He said the type of 
statement Faubus has been 
meking about the Little Rock 
schoo! integration question 
does not contribute anything to 
solving integrgtion problems 


Rutler said the Democratic | 


partv already had repudiated 
Faub's's racial views 
Part-Time President. 

A reporter wanted to know 
whether Alcorn would consid-

national origin.” 

ne committee is unofficial 
and has no police power, It 
conducts a program of educa- 
tion and public enlightment 

The chairmen were asked 
how much control they had 
over candidates Alcarn said 
his committee could exercise 
as much moral influence as 
possible and try to convince 
candidates that telling the 
truth is the best tactic.

UF RACE RIOTING 


LONDON, Sept! 4 (UPI)—A 
moh of colored and white 
youths armed with broken bot- 
tles clashed in London's con- 
gested slums early today in the 
fifth straight night of race 
riots.

Two women and a man 
were arrested.

COOKING IS the best-liked 
household task, according to in- 
formation released a few 
months ago following the Con- 
gress on Better Living. The 100 
women attending the Congress, 
who served as spokesmen for 
their families and ‘50,000,000 
American families whose views. 
opinions and living standards 
they reflect’, rated cooking, 
sewing, redecorating and gar- 
dening, in that order, as chores 
most homemakers don’t mind 
doing. 

We pondered this fact last 
week when, as one of the 
judges in a competition for out- 
standing kitchens being con- 
ducted by the Home Builders 
Association of Greater St. 
Louis, we made a sort of grand 
tour of St. Louis County to 
Visit new homes entered in the 
competition. From Morganford 
road to Bellefontaine, with 
many way stops, we peered in- 
to cabinets, checked lighting 
and work space in proximity to 
range and refrigerator. 

And as we drove from house 
to house, we thought that it is 
no wonder cooking has become 
the homemaker’s best-liked 
task.

For peach sundaes and short-

Former Mayor Kaufmann did not solve the 
problem of St. Louis-St. Louis county relation- 
Ships in his KETC appearance before the 
Metropolitan Board of Freeholders, but there 
can be no doubt that he made a worthwhile 
contribution toward solving it. 


In a brief few. minutes, Mr. Kaufmann, 
Speaking as président of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Metropolitan St. Louis, showed 
the high cost to both the city and the county 
of having each go off in its separate way. 


The multiplication of local governmental 
units has gone on at such a pace that Mr. 
Kaufmann could list the astonishing number 
of 97. separate, independent municipalities 
and a total of more than 140 governmental 
units in St. Louis county. This has been car- 
ried to such a point that the county affords, 
so the former Mayor cited, at Jeast three in- 
stances of independent communities entirely 
within the confines of larger ones. (Country 
Life Acres inside Town and Country. and 
Country Club Hills and Flordell Hills inside 
Jennings.)

As the Chamber president explained. when 
expressway plans were presented in Kansas 
City, routes were quickly approved. 

The experience in the St. Louis area was 
almost the direct opposite. Owing in part 
to the multiplicity of governmental units and 
the rivalries which go with them. ‘‘we fought 
among ourselves as to where the highwavs 
should go,” and as Mr. Kaufmann said, ‘“‘they 
went to Kansas City.” 

There is no question that the St. Louis 
area would be twice as far advanced in ex- 
pressway development had there been “a cen- 
tral metropolitan agency.’ which, as the 
former Mavor envisioned it, “had the au- 
thority, after considering local desires and 
the general welfare of the area, to designate 
highway routes.” 

Expressway designation and construction 
is only one aspect of mass transportation, and 
traffic flow is only one of many area problems 
that must be faced on a community basis. 
The St. Louis area has lost prospective indus- 
tries to other communities because it lacks 
a really comprehensive land use plan and 
sites which should have been saved for in- 
dustrial dévelopment were taken up by resi- 
dential promoters. While some progress is 
beginning to be made in this particular, 
the County Plan Commission has no au- 
thority in the county's 97 municipalities. 

This balkanization’ and its results led Mr. 
Kaufmann to make his most moderat® pro- 
posal, namely, that the city and county. while 
not attempting to merge their governments 
at this time, establish “a central plarining 
agency’ with overall authority for planning 
and zoning. ‘This flexible planning agency 
would be a starter. Police and fire protec- 
tion, water supply, urban redevelopment and 
Other functions might be added 


The first thing to agree on is, to quote Ne 


former Mayor again, that “for all practidal 
purposes the city and county are one economic 
and sociological unit, each depending on the 
other for survival and progress.” That is 
why Mr. Kaufmann did not solve the probfem 
but has helped solve it. 


Swan Song for Senator Jenner 


senator Jenner made a lot of ridiculous 
assertions in his swan song on Capitol Hill. 
He said that the United States was being 
pushed around by “wild-eyed Socialists, am- 
bitious intellectuals, power-seeking dema- 
gogues and hidden Communists.” The Indi- 
ana Republican declared that, on the other 
hand, many anti-Communists “have been har- 
rassed‘into private life.” The late Senator Mc- 
Carthy, he said, was censured by the Senate 
“because someone in high office did not want 
him to get nearer to the secret places where 
Communists had power in our armed forces.” 
If Senator Jenner knows who that someone is 
he can still say so as a member of the Senate 
up to the time of his retirement at the end 
of the year. If he does not identify him the 
country will be entitled to class Senator Jen- 
ners “someone’ with those many unknowns 
who came under the historic McCarthy head- 
ing of: “I hold in my hand.. !” 


One Easy Lesson 


Anyone wishing to lobby before the 1959 
Missouri Legislature may ask State Senator 
Jasper Brancato of Kansas City for advice. 

According to a report of a retailers’ meet- 
ing there, the Senator told the Missouri Re- 
tailers Coordinating Committee that it ought 
to have lobbyists to promote bills against 
trading stamps and shoplifting. or even a 
Sunday closing law if desired. The commit- 
tee agreed. Gifts cannot be given legislators, 
it was noted, but,“‘lobbyists can wime and dine 
the House members and Senators.”’ 

This is a case in which the Senator is now 
pitching, but soon may be catching. And we 
cannot think of anyone better equipped to 
wine and dine than the retailers—provided, 
of course, they don't do it on Sundays.

Scholars But Very Lively Ones 


Anyone who thinks that university scholars 
and teachers are a lot of graybeards and 
longhairs who live either in the dim. past or 
the remote future should scan the program of 
the fifty-fourth annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Political Science Association, now in 
progress at the Sheraton-Jefferson Hotel. 

The topics are as current as today’s- head- 
lines: “The Supreme Court Under Attack.” 
“The Negro Voter in 1958,” “Republican 
Prospects in the South,” “The Problem of 
Transition in the Presidency,” and “Congres- 
sional Investigations and the Watkins Deci- 
sion® Without disparaging any other panel 
subject, one that somehow seems to us to 
hold special promise is No. 28, on Saturday 
morning, “Effectiveness of Madison Avenue 
Techniques in Campaigning.” 

But the pertinence of the session topics 
of the political scientists surprises no one 
who has followed their activities, particularly 
since the early 1920s. Here is a scholarly 
group that has helped shape the course of 
events and the trend of our living. Some 
five years ago the A.P.S.A. began its program 
of internships under which outstanding ad- 
vanced students go to Washington to work in 
the offices of House and. Senate members 
through a congressional session. This experi- 


ment has proved most helpful to the members 
and committees of Congress and provided 
future teachers of government with valuable 
intimate experience inside the legislative 
machine. 

The Apostle Paul boasted of having sat at 
the feet of the great teacher Gamaliel, This 
week the Gamaliels of government are 
amongst Us. 


Overconfident on Defense? 


Secretary of Defense McElroy is even more 
confident than is President Eisenhower that 
the nation’s defenses are adequate: That is 
apparent from a comparison of his speech 
to the American Legion convention in Chica- 
go with the President's remarks at a press 
conference on Aug. 20. 


Mr. Eisenhower said the country’s defenses 
are not only adequate but also are the most 
powerful they have ever been. Mr. McElroy 
went much. further in asserting he had “the 
fullest confidence that the United States is 
ahead of the Soviet Union in overall strength 
in being—in the here and now.” His reliance 
on the future of our defenses was demon- 
strated with his declaration that he and the 
President had confidence that Russia would 
not gain in overall comparative strength. 

Yet the consensus in all three services in 
the Pentagon, according to Gen. Thomas R. 
Phillips, the Post-Dispatch military analyst, 
is that the United States either already has 
lost or soon will lose its superiority in deter- 
rent striking power. He reports that Penta- 
gon experts see a period two to four years 
ahead when Moscow will have 20 times as 
many ballistic long-range missiles as we do. 

The Johnson Preparedness subcommitee in 
the Senate, the Gaither and the Rockefeller 
reports, and the words,of such men as re- 
tired Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin have all 
warned of an increasing disparity between 
our defenses and the military might of Mos- 
cow. The Johnson subcommittee wrote that 
“the Soviet Union has a system that enables 
it to develop ‘new weapons ip substantially 
less time than the United States.” Walter 
Lippmann recently commented: “If this is 
true, the lead of the Soviet Union will in- 
crease and the ‘gap’ will not be closed.” 

To a nation dedicated to peace it is dis- 
turbing to compare stocks of war weapons 
with those of another nation. It should be 
even more disturbing now to find such strong 
evidence that the comparison is unfavorable 
to us. Secretary McElroy’s words are not a 
satisfactory refutation of the earlier warnings. 

What this country wants is a reasonable as- 
surance that its national defenses are suffi- 
cient to make any would-be aggressor think 
long and hard before attempting an-attack. 
Once an atomic war was unleashed on a 
large scale, there would be little difference 
between victor and vanquished. The best. 
nuclear defense is one so strong it need never 
be used. 


As “Sweet 16°’ Goes to School 

American high school principals, we hear, 
are again getting ready to appeal to their 
female students, please, not to come to 
classes in blue jeans; please, to be a bit more 
lady-like in dress and toilette. But in Essen, 
Germany, the high school authorities are 
readying a new batch of: appeals to parents 
to, please, not let their girls come to school 
as though they were to model at a Paris 
fashion opening. 

It seems that the German female teen-agers 
—whether of the smart small-car set, the 
school-bus riders or those who go by foot— 
have gone on a binge of elegance: fancy, 
swishy skirts and petticoats, seamless nylons, 
Italian pumps, ultra chic slacks and sweaters, 
air-line bags for carrying. books and all that. 
And the teachers feel that good grooming has 
been carried too far for good education. 

So it probably must be set down that 
Kipling was wrong about Judy O'Grady and 
the colonel’s lady—which has been suspected 
before this. And yet, whether in blue jeans 
or Dior copies, “sweet sixteen” is, well, sweet. 


Wrong Spokesman 


Under the 1955 Formosa resolution any 
decision on American defense of Quemoy 
and Matsu rests with the President. A vice 
admiral on Formosa is not a proper source 
for remarks about “the help of the United 
States which is coming.” 

While V. Adm. Roland N. Smoot did not 
specifically say that our forces would defend 
the Chinese coastal islands, his remarks came 
closer to suggesting the idea than anything 
the President has yet said. Even the Pres- 
ident’s new statement, announced by Secre- 
tary Dulles, that he will not hesitate to de- 
fend the islands if he finds that necessary 
to protect Formosa, is qualified by the fur- 
ther statement that no such decision has been 
made. 

In March, 1955, President Eisenhower took 
exception to a prediction attributed to Adm. 
Robert B. Carney, then Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, that the Chinese Communists would 
attack Quemoy or Matsu the next month. 
Adm. Carney contended he had been mis- 
quoted; in any case the warlike prediction 
was proved wrong. 

if a Chief of Naval Operations had no 
business predicting war over two tiny islands 
three years ago, a vice admiral certainly has 
no business speaking of American involve- 
ment today. The Administration's Quemoy 
policy is not clear, but only the President or 
his appointed spokesmen can clarify it. 


Long, Sinking Beach 

The damage which drilling for oil has 
done at Long Beach, Calif.. should serve 
as sufficient warning for other communities 
and states where coastal oil! drilling is done. 
Some parts of the land surface have dropped 
as much as 17 inches in the past 15 years. Pri- 
vate industries are menaced by approaching 
seawash and the United States Navy shipyard 
has been damaged; the Government has 
brought suit. 

Finally the oil producers have agreed to 
pump water into the ground as oil is pumped 
out, so that the pressure will be maintained. 
The idea is the Navy's. 

Drilling for oil near the shoreline is a rela- 
tively new activity, and the fact that ill ef- 
fects have not shown up elsewhere does not 
mean they are not going to show up. Long 
Beach has been at it for 19 years. Its un- 
fortunate experience may be a preview for 
other coastal areas, particularly those where 
pools of oil inshore are tapped by drilling 
close in. A little foresight might prove more 
valuable even than the oil. :

kins practices an ancient art— 
hand lettering and illumina- 
tion of manuscripts and scrolls 
in the style of the Middle 
Ages. 

An attractive, dark-haired 
woman with a delicate talent 
in her hands, Mrs. Perkins is 
a Twentieth Century scribe. 
She uses techniques hundreds 
of years old, plus some up-to- 
date improvisations of her own, 
to design testimonials, prayers 
and books. 

Although her air-conditioned, 
brightly - lighted workroom 
bears little resemblance to the 
“seriptoria” in which scribes 
and calligraphers of another 
era painstakingly turned out 
manuscripts by hand, the re- 
sults are strikingly similar. 

Effects she achieves are re- 
markably artistic and particu- 
larly impressive when viewed 
closely, so that the wealth of 
small, elaborate design can be 
appreciated.

AS WE WERE SAYING in a 
recent essay on the subject of 
sauces, white sauce is often the 
first sauce Birdie the Bride 
learns to make, and too often 
it remains the only sauce. It 
becomes a sort of standby when 
she wants to turn out some- 
thing a little different. 


At the same time, white 
sauce, or Sauce Bechamel, to 
use its formal name, has its 
place in the repertoire of any 
good cook. Not only plain 
white sauce, but all its many 
variations. 


The stuff has been around 
for a good many years now. 
and authors of cook books stil] 
argue about how it got its 
name. The Italians claim the 
sauce and say the name is a 
corruption of besciamelli. 
which originated in Italy. Some 
French claim it is a corruption 
of the name Behamiel, a fam- 
ous gourmet of 300 years ago. 
Others say it was named for 
Louis de Bechamel, Marquis de 
Nointel, who was steward at 
the court of Louis XIV. 

Basically speaking, it is jyst 
a mixture of butter, flour 
milk, but its variations 
many and its uses infinie. Too

Quite often white sauce 
tastes just like that. However, 
as I said, a good white sauce 
has a definite place, and it 
doesn’t have to taste like paste. 

A good plain white sauce is 
made-by melting a tablespoon 


of butter in a saucepan over a 
moderate fire. When the but- 
ter is melted, but before it 
starts to brown, take the sauce- 


pan off the fire and add a 
tablespoon of flour. Stir it un 
til the butter and flour are 
blended and smooth Add a 


cup of milk slowly, stirring all 


the time. Then put it back on 
the fire and bring it slowly to 


a boil, stirring all the time. 
When it reaches the boiling 
point, season it with salt and 
pepper, lower the fire to a 
simmer and cook it another 
five minutes or so to-remove 


the raw flour taste. 

If you want a thicker sauce, 
use two tablespoons of butter. 
two of flour and one cup of 
milk. And if you want a re- 
ally thick sauce use three 
tablespoons each of butter and 
flour to one cup of milk 

This is cream sauce in its 
simplest form. Real sauce Bech- 


amel is somewhat more elab- 
orate. A particular chef would 
heat his milk, add chopped 
shank of veal, onions. cloves 


bay leaves, parsley, thyme, sage 
and cinnamon. He would thick 


en with white roux and fin- 
ish off with salt and pepper 

A simpler way is to simmer 
a coarsely chopped onion in a 
pint of milk for 15 minutes. 
along with a bay leaf and a 


pinch each of mace, clove, sage 
and thyme. Make a white roux 
with flour and butter and cook 
and stir as described above 
THERE ARE many sauces 
which employ white sauce as a 
base. If your recipe calls for 
sauce aurore, mix equal parts 
of sauce Bechamel and tomato 
puree. For sauce mornay, add 
about six ounces of grated 
cheese to a pint of sauce 
Bechamel. Heat it but don't 
boil it, until the 
melted and blended 
For mushroom sauce, sim- 
mer a half pound of chopped 
mushrooms in three ounces of 
butter with a tiny piece of gar- 
lic.

White Sauce, With Some Tasty Variations 


By Hoyt Alden 


AS WE WERE SAYING ina 
recent essay on the subjeet of 
sauces, white sauce is often the 
first sauce Birdie the Bride 
learns to make, and too often 
it remains the only sauce. It 
becomes a sort of standby when 
she wants to turn out some- 
thing a little different. 


At the same time, white 
sauce, or Sauce, Bechamel, to 
use its formal name, has its 
place in the repertoire of any 
good cook. Not only plain 
white sauce, but all its many 
variations. 


The stuff has been around 
for a good many years now. 
and authors of cook books stil! 
argue about how it got its 
name. The Italians claim the 
Sauce and say the name is a 
corruption of besciamelli. 
which originated in Italy. Some 
French claim it is a corruption 
of the name Behamiel, a fam- 
ous gourmet of 300 years ago. 
Others say it was named for 
Louis de Bechamel, Marquis de 
Nointel, who was steward at 
the court of Louis XIV. 


Basically speaking, it is just 
a mixture of butter, flour and 
milk, but its variations are 
many and its uses infinite. Too 
infinite, in fact. Too many 
cooks feel that just about any 
left over meat or what-not can 
be dressed up and made to do 
service again if drowned in 
cream sauce. 

Although the French and 
Italians argue about its author- 
ship, England is the country of 
its adoption. In fact, England 
has been described as _ the 
country of a hundred religions 
and one sauce. One English 
author put it this way: 

“Our own national disaster.

If you want a thicker sauce, 
use two tablespoons of butter, 
two of flour and one cup of 
milk. And if you want a re- 
ally thick sauce’ use three 
tablespoons each of butter and 
flour to one cup of milk 

This is cream sauce in its 
simplest form. Real sauce Bech- 
amel is somewhat more elab- 
orate. A particular chef would 


heat his milk, add chopped 
shank of veal, onions, cloves. 
bay leaves, parsley, thyme, sage 


and cinnamon. He would thick 
en with white roux and fin- 
ish off with salt and pepper 
A simpler way is to simmer 
a coarsely chopped onion in a 
pint of milk for 15 minutes, 
along with a bay leaf and a 
pinch each of mace, clove, sage 
and thyme. Make a white roux 
with flour and butter and cook 
and stir as described above 
THERE ARE many sauces 
which employ white sauce as a 
base. If your recipe calls for 
sauce aurore, mix equal parts 
of sauce Bechamel and tomato 
puree. For sauce mornay, add 
about six ounces of grated 
cheese to a
